On 2-6-6U a study was made of Dallas city maps in an effort %o determinism 
area in which it would be possible to fire a rifle in the DallasLove Field area. 
It is noted that it is illegal to fire a weapon within the city limits dx~DalXa s, 
Texas; further, that Dallas Love Field lies within the Dallas city limits. To * 
the souohwes^ of Love Field, approximately 3 miles from the Love Field property 
line lies an area largely unpopulated which consists of marsh land and forest/ 
bordering the ELm Fork of the Trinity River and consisting of approximately $0 
square miles. Located within this apea are numerous places where a person could / 
fire weapons. There are located yr this area two gun clubs, the Dallas Gun Clubr 
and the Trinity River Rifle Club. y ^ 

\, On 2-6-61; at the Dallas Cun Club in company with SA Warner interviewed Mr. 

G. S. Tucker, manager of the Club. The records of the club were checked for the 
name of L, H. Oswald or Alex Hidell with negative results. Mr. Tucker advised 
that entrance to the Gun Club was by membership only and that the Club is under 
supervision 2l| hours a day and that it would be impossible for a non— member to 
use ohe gun range; that the property adjoining the gun club affords numerous 
places for someone to fire a weapon and this is done on occasions without drawing 
any unaue attention; that quite often people go into the wooded area in th 
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proximity of the gun club to hunt and target practice. 

On the same day at the Trinity Gun Club (no address riven) a t to , nf ^ , 
obtain information relative this gun range, however, no 'one was available and 
xt appeared unau vtais gun range was not open for public use. •
